Saaxspeare’s Play of Henry the Eighth, was revived at this Thea- 
tre yesterday, with an extraordinary degree of splendour, and caet 
with all the available strength of the company. ‘The first appearance 
of Miss Fanny Kemble, in any sew part, is an interestiog event in 
Theatrical history, but last night the iaterest was increased, by the 
recollection of her aunt’s surpassing excellence in the part of Queen 
Katharine ; it was a bold flight for so young an actress, and though she 
was.a little too maniérée, her success was great. She was magnificently 
dressed, and looked more like Mrs Siddons, than we ever saw her be- 
fore, the form of her head dress greatly tended to that effect. The trial 
scene, the only part which calls for impassioned acting, was her best, 
and to those who had never seen Mrs Siddons, she must have realised 
their utmost expectations. Of Mr Kemble’s Henry, we cannot speak 
so favourably, he was imperfect, and consequently could not give due 
effect to his conception of the character; but his dress and deport- 
ment were perfect. Young’s Wolsey was a fine piece of acting, and 
was greatly applauded. Miss Ellen Tree we never saw look to such 
disadvantage, her head-dress was the most frightfal and unbecoming 
thing imaginable, though we believe it was copied from a picture of 
Holbien’s ; and in her regal robes she looked as if she was half somo- 
thered. The pageant of the Coronation, which is substituted for the 
christening procession, is got up admirably, and the interior of the Ab- 
bey with all the assembled nobles surrounding the Queen, is one of the 
most splendid coup d’eil we ever saw
